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How to use this book 


I have divided the countries of the Arab World into four groups. 


Group A comprises those countries where there was some form of Cabinet Government before 
1945. These are 
Egypt (I have kept this name throughout for the sake of simplicity, even during the period 
when the country was known as the United Arab Republic) 
Syria 
Lebanon 
Iraq 
Jordan (Trans-Jordan before April 1949) 
In addition to the usual Ministers, I have listed the British or French Representatives for the period 
before 1945. 


Group B consists of those Arab countries which were under British or French rule or protection 
before achieving their complete independence. In this group will be found 
Morocco 
Algeria 
Tunisia 
Libya 
Sudan 
South Arabia (now The People’s Democratic Republic of Yemen) 
As with the previous group, I have added the names of Governors or Residents during the period before 
independence. 


Group C consists of those Arab countries which, although never under Western rule, did not have 
formal Cabinets before 1945. They had, of course, Ministers, but these were the Representa- 
tives of the Ruler for a particular Department rather than members of a Cabinet as the 
term is generally understood. In this group will be found

Yemen

Oman, and the new 
Union of Arab Emirates 


Group D contains the Trucial States. For these countries I have listed only the Rulers, for although 
some now have Cabinets, they are of too recent an origin to set out in the form of tables. I 
shall hope to do this in a subsequent edition. 


Each Minister is listed with the date of his appointment and each new page begins with the names 
of those Ministers whose appointments were the last announced for those offices. Each Minister 
should be assumed to have continued in power until a new name appears in his column. Only his last 
name is given, and for further particulars it will be necessary to turn back to the date of his assumption 
of responsibility. An example will show how this works. If it is desired to find out who was the Iraqi 
Foreign Minister in June 1967, one must turn to the Foreign Ministers in Group A. One then takes 
the first date subsequent to June in the Iraqi column, which in this case is 10 July, and it will be seen 
that up to that date the post was held by Dr Adnan al-Pachachi. 
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Introduction 


This Guide to Arab Ministers follows naturally upon my previous book which lists the Governments 
of Europe.* The Arab World is a natural unit and there is ever-increasing contact between the States 
which compose it: almost daily one reads in the Press of exchanges of official visits. I have therefore 
listed Ministers with the dates of their tenure of office so that it may be possible to see who was in power 
upon any particular day. 

In order to avoid excessive bulk, I have restricted these tables to the Ministers of primary importance. 
L have listed the Heads of State, Premiers, and Ministers of Foreign Affairs, War, the Interior, Finance 
and Oil. In the same pursuit of clarity, I have kept notes to a minimum, so that this is in no sense a 
history of the Arab World. Where there has been an interregnum, I have not recorded the fact, but 
merely listed the new incumbents upon the day on which they entered office. Similarly, if a Minister 
has died in office I have not listed a short vacancy in the post. Where a new Minister is appointed 
ad interim { have indicated this with an asterisk if he did not subsequently keep the portfolio; but if 
he was subsequently confirmed in office, I have merely noted the first date. It has not always been 
possible to be entirely consistent in dates because some authorities may give the day upon which a 
Premier was appointed, while others may list that of his approval by Parliament or the final construction 
of his Cabinet, which may have spread over several days. 

Similarly, I have made no attempt to be consistent over the transliteration of Arabic names. It is, 
of course, possible to adopt a regular system if one is dealing with places or with people long dead, 
but not with contemporaries who are, for the most part, highly literate in a European language. Many 
of the States publish official documents in a European language as well as in Arabic. While Tunisian 
State papers name the President as Habib Bourguiba, it would be absurd for me to insist upon calling 
him al-Habib abu Raqibah and would serve only to confuse people dependent entirely upon Western 
sources. I very much hope that an Arabic version of this book will appear in due course so that the 
Arabist may see the names in their original form. 

A note on sources may be of use to readers who require fuller details of Cabinets than are given in 
this work. For the period before 1918 when only Egypt had Ministers, full particulars may be found 
in The Times and its index. From 1921 until about 1940, the best source is Oriente Moderno. This 
journal is not fully comprehensive and needs to be checked against the diplomatic records in the 
Public Record Office, which are open up to 1945. From 1947, the Middle East Journal is useful but 
sometimes omits changes within Cabinets. From 1951, the BBC Monitoring Service Summary of 
World Broadcasts contains much of but not all the information required. Since its appearance in 1966 
The Arab Report and Record is the most valuable source. 

While, naturally, all mistakes are my own, I should like to record my thanks for help on specific 
points to H.E. the Yemeni Ambassador and Mr Hamad al-Saidan of the Kuwaiti Embassy.

Notes 


The French occupation of Damascus on this date put an end to the independent Syrian 
monarchy. 


The French reimposed direct rule. 
A provisional Government to supervise elections. 


This is the date of the formal appointment of Abd al-Nasir as President of the United 
Arab Republic. 


There was no Head of State after the Revolution but a Council of Sovereignty which 
originally consisted of General Najib al-Rubai, Muhammad Mahdi Kubbah and Khalid 
al-Naqshabandi. 


When Syria broke away from the United Arab Republic there was no immediate procla- 
mation of a new Head of State. 


General Atasi, after seizing power in a coup, took the title of President of the Revolu- 
tionary Command Council. 


Mulai Hafid revolted against his brother some months earlier and was proclaimed Sultan 


in different cities on different dates. The date given is that of his recognition by the 
ulama of Fez. 


Mulai ben Arafa was put in power by the French after they had exiled the legitimate 
Sultan, Sidi Muhammad ben Yussef. Sidi Muhammad returned to his country on 17 
November 1955. 


General Abboud, after seizing power in a coup, took the title of President of the Supreme 
Council. 


. General Nimeiri, after seizing power in a coup, took the title of President of the 


Revolutionary Council. 


. Shaykh Isa, who had been installed by the British in 1869, was forced by the Imperial 


authorities to hand over effective power to his son and eventual successor Shaykh 
Hamad in 1923. 


Shaykh Jasim was the effective Ruler of Qatar from the 1870s until his death, although 
his brother Ahmad was the nominal Shaykh until he was murdered in December 1905. 


I have somewhat arbitrarily dated ibn Saud's reign from his recapture of Riyadh. He 
did not control the whole of Arabia until after his conquest of the Hejaz in 1925-6. The 
name 'Saudi Arabia’ was adopted in 1932. 


Fujayrah was officially regarded as being under the suzerainty of Sharjah until 1952. 


This was the date of the official recognition of the independence of Fujayrah although 
Shaykh Muhammad had been its effective ruler since the 1930s. 


Owing to the extreme old age of his father, Shaykh Rashid had been the effective Ruler 
since the 1940s. 


This was the first formal Cabinet. Before that there had been a Council of Directors. 


This was originally a Provisional Government but subsequently was formally constitu- 
ted after the establishment of the Monarchy. 


His official title was President of the Federal Council of Syria. 
Ministers were abolished and Directors were appointed for the various Departments. 


Ministers were abolished and executive powers put in the hands of Abdallah Bayhum as 
Secretary of State. 


This Ministry was overthrown by a coup without actually taking office. 


Although al-Yafi was formally appointed Prime Minister he did not succeed in forming 
a Government. 


It is not clear if al-Nimr succeeded in forming a Government. The Summary of World 
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Broadcasts says that no list of Ministers was given over Amman Radio although a list 
was announced by Damascus. 


Syria was formally absorbed into the United Arab Republic and a joint Ministry formed. 


The Arab Federation (a union of Iraq and Jordan) was formed with some joint Ministers 
while each country also retained its own Ministers. General Nuri Pasha al-Said was 
named Prime Minister of the Federation. 


His official title was President of the Executive Council. 


There were Prime Ministers throughout the period of the French Protectorate but they 
had little effective power. 


This was a Government in exile but was recognised by many countries. 


This was the first formally constituted Cabinet in Saudi Arabia. Before that Ministers 
had been individually responsible to the King. 


This was the first formally constituted Cabinet in the Yemen. There had previously 
been Ministers, including a Premier, Sayf al-Islam al-Hassan ben Yahya, who were 
individually responsible to the Imam. 


With the proclamation of a British Protectorate over Egypt, the post of Minister of 
Foreign Affairs was abolished. 


Tawfiq al-Suwaydi was appointed Minister of Foreign Affairs for the Federation of 
Iraq and Jordan. 


Dr Fawzi was appointed Deputy Prime Minister for Foreign Affairs and Dr Riad 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. 


Dr Riad was appointed Deputy Prime Minister and Foreign Minister and Dr Ghaleb 
Minister of State for Foreign Affairs. 


Prince Faysal had been Minister of Foreign Affairs for many years before the constitu- 
tion of the first formal Cabinet. Among his predecessors in the 1930s was Dr Abdallah 
al-Damluji, who was later Minister of Foreign Affairs in Iraq. As Prince Faysal was 
also Prime Minister from 1954 much of the detailed work was done by Shaykh Yusuf 
Yasin. 


The Crown Prince was Minister of Foreign Affairs in the first formally constituted 
Cabinet. During the reign of the Imam Yahya the Qadi, Muhammad Raghib was in charge 
of external relations which were later in the hands of Prince Abdallah ben Yahya. While 
the Crown Prince remained nominally in charge of the Ministry until his accession to 
the throne, day-to-day affairs were usually dealt with by Abd al-Rahman Abu Talib 
before 1961 and after that date by Hassan Ibrahim. 


Although Faysal has continued to be Minister of Foreign Affairs until the present day, 
much of the detailed work has been done recently by Umar al-Saqqaf. 


The names given are those of the Deputy Premiers for Foreign Affairs. The actual 
portfolio was held by Ahmad Qaid Barakat. 


Mulqi seems to have been appointed some months before his name appears in a Cabinet 
list of this day. I have, however, been unable to find an exact date. 


Sulayman Tuqan, the Jordanian Defence Minister, also held the post in the central 
Government of the Arab Federation. 


Some sources state that from 2 July 1960 to 21 December 1960 Prince Musa'id ben Abd 
al- Rahman was Minister of Defence. However, I have accepted that Prince Fahad con- 
tinued in office until he was relieved by Royal Decree No. 35 of 21 December 1960. 


General Amri held the appointment of Commander in Chief rather than that of Minister 
of War. On his resignation in July 1969, the office of Commander in Chief was divided 
amongst several Deputies. No Minister of War, by this title, has appeared in any sub- 
sequent Cabinet list. However in the Cabinet of 2 September 1969 Ali Saif al-Kholani 
was appointed Deputy Premier for Military Affairs (as well as Security and Youth). 
Amri resumed the post of Commander in Chief and held it until his exile in 1971, when 
the rank was abolished. 
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Colonel Oldman has the title of Secretary (not Minister) of Defence. 


When the United Arab Republic was formed,two Ministers of the Interior, Mohieddin 
and al-Sarraj, were nominated. In practice the former was in charge of the Southern 
Region (Egypt) while the other administered the Northern (Syria). 


When the new form of unified Government was created, al-Sarraj was named Vice- 
President in charge of the Interior for both Regions while Radwan was Minister of the 
Interior for both Regions. 


Abd al-Salam Sabra was Deputy Prime Minister for Internal Affairs. The Minister of 
the Interior was Colonel Muhammad Abd al-Wali. In al-Qirshimi's Cabinet of 
September 1969 Abd al-Salam Sabra continued as Deputy Prime Minister while Colonel 
Muhammad Margham was Minister for Internal Affairs. 


Shaykh Badr was Minister of the Interior in the first formally constituted Omani 
Cabinet. Under Sultan Said the post was held for many years by Shaykh Abdallah ben 
Ibrahim. 


Abd al-Salam Sabra was appointed Deputy Prime Minister for Internal Affairs. The 
Minister of the Interior was Abdallah Husayn Barakat. 


Colonel al-Hamidi was appointed Deputy Prime Minister for Internal Affairs. The 
Minister of the Interior was Brigadier Sallal al-Razihi. He was followed by Colonel 
Ali Saif al-Kholani on 16 April 1972. 


On 18 May 1958 Abd al-Karim al-Uzri became Finance Minister of the new Iraq- 
Jordanian Federation. Dr Nadim al-Pachachi was appointed Finance Minister for Iraq 
while Anastas Hananiyah continued in Jordan. 


The Egyptian al-Qaysuni became Minister of the Economy for the United Arab Republic, 
assisted by Khalil Kallas for the Syrian Region. 


Shugayr was appointed Minister of Economy and Planning while al-Qaysuni was Deputy 
Premier in charge of Economic Affairs. 


The date given is that of the first formally constituted Cabinet of Saudi Arabia. Shaykh 
Abdallah Sulayman had in fact been Minister of Finance since 1929. 


The date given is that of the first formally constituted Cabinet in the Yemen. I have 
found no reference to a Minister of Finance in any book before this date. 


As Crown Prince Faysal held numerous other posts, Shaykh Abdallah ben Adwan was 
usually in charge of the Ministry of Finance as Minister of State. 


Abd al-Ghani Ali Ahmad was Minister of the Treasury. At various times there were 
Deputy Premiers for Economic and Treasury Affairs (Muhammad Ali Uthman in October 
1963 and Colonel Abdallah Jizaylan in May 1964),as well as Minister of the Economy 
(Ali Saif al-Kholani in May 1964). 


Ahmad Abduh was Minister of the Treasury. Muhammad Said Attar was Minister of the 
Economy. 


Colonel Ahmad al-Rahumi was Minister of the Treasury while Muhammad Ali Uthman 
was Deputy Premier for Financial and Economic Affairs and Muhsin al-Sirri Minister 
of the Economy. 


Shaykh Sabah and his successor were also Ministers of Oil. 


On 12 October 1967 Dr Muhammad Said Attar was made Minister of the Economy while 
Abd al-Ghani Ali Ahmad continued Minister of the Treasury. 


Dr Muhammad Said Attar continued as Minister of the Economy. 


Colonel Ahmad al-Rahumi was Minister of the Treasury and Abd al-Aziz Abd al-Ghani 
was Minister of the Economy. 


This Cabinet had also a Deputy Premier for Foreign and Economic Affairs, Husayn Ali 
al-Hubayshi, a Minister for the Economy, Muhammad Anam Ghalib and a President's 
Adviser for Economic Affairs, Anmad Abduh Said. 
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This Cabinet had a Deputy Premier for Financial Affairs, Anmad Abduh Said while 
Muhammad Anam Ghalib continued Minister of the Economy. 


This Cabinet also had a Deputy Premier for the Economy, Dr Muhammad Said Attar, and 
a Deputy Premier for Finance, Ahmad Abduh Said. On 7 June Yahya Jughman was 
appointed Deputy Premier for Economic Affairs. 


Shaykh Khalifa was also Minister for Oil. 
This Cabinet also had a Minister for the Economy, Ahmad Abduh Said. 


Abdallah al-Shibani was Minister for Finance while Dr Muhammad Said Attar was 
Deputy Premier for Financial Affairs and Minister of the Economy. 


On 8 July 1972 Hassan Makki was appointed Deputy Premier for Economic Affairs. 


The British Representative in Egypt had the title of British Agent and Consul-General 
until the proclamation of the Protectorate in December 1914. He was then called the 
High Commissioner until December 1936, when he became an Ambassador. 


The French Representative in the Levant had the title of Haut-Commissaire. 


The first title of the British Representative in Iraq (then Mesopotamia) was Chief 
Political Officer. Cox later became Civil Commissioner. Wilson was appointed Acting 
Civil Commissioner. Cox returned in 1920 as High Commissioner and this title con- 
tinued until 1932, when Humphrys’ title was changed to Ambassador. 


The High Commissioner for Palestine was responsible for British relations with Trans- 
Jordan and the names given are those of the High Commissioners. The resident 

British representatives in the country were 1921-4 H.St J. B. Philby, 1924-39 Colonel 
(Sir) Henry Cox and 1939-52 Sir Alec Kirkbride. 


As Morocco was a Protectorate, the French Representative had the title of Résident 
General. 


Until 1956 the French Representative in Algeria had the title of Gouverneur Général. 
Lacoste was Minister for Algeria. Salan and Delouvrier were entitled Délégué Général. 
Fouchet was Haut Commissaire. 


French Representatives in Tunisia were called Resident Général except for the last 
who was Haut-Commissaire. 


The British Representative in Aden was styled Resident until 1937, when he became 
Governor. Reilly had in fact been there since 1931. 


British forces overran Libya 1942/3 and the Italian administration came to an end. 
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
